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PREFACE 


Reader, 


HE true intent of this Catechiſm is to inſtru men in the duties 

and principles of Chriſtianity ; it contains no jejune notions, to 
ſcare perſons of whatſoever perſwaſion from reading it 3 it being only a 
brief Compendium of thoſe Duties which are ſcattered in the Scriptures. T 
confeſs it was chiefly intended for the benefit of the younger ſort, that they 
might be early acquainted with their duty from the Scriptures, which are 
able to make them wiſe unto Salyatien : but I an hopeful it ſhall alſo 
prove of general uſe. 

T am not ignorant how it is now become a faſhion to alledge Scripture 
authority for the defence of every opinion, bet never ſo monſtrous. But this 
cheat being ſo eaſily diſcovered, T am perſwaded men will not reject the 
plain doftrines of Scripture. T have not made uſe of controverted Texts, nei- 
ther have I impoſed my own comment upon any mans belief. In the Firſt Parr 
Thave very briefly laid down only thoſe Principles that are undoubtable a- 
mone ft the beſt Reformed part of Chriſtendom, and which very fairly conſeſt 
with the prafice of virtue and morality. Inthe Second Part Thave laid 
down theſe Duties, which every mans nnderſlanding will tell him are un- 
' queſtionable ;, they being indeed the plain duties of morality; of which I may 
ſay, as it is, Luke 10. 28. This do, and thou ſhalthve. As for thoſz 

rivate devotions #7 the cloſe, Thave laid them down in Scriptare expreſ- 
frons, becauſe the ſtils of the Holy Ghoſt is undoubtedly the fitteſt for ſpivitual 
ſervices 3 ſo that I may ſay of it, as Wag of Goliah's Sword, there is 
none like it. - 

T ſhall conclude with my advice to Patents and Children. Parents, ſyre- 
ly it is your duty to provide for the Education of your children. Under the 
old diſpenſation, Parents were commanded to teach their children dilt- 
gently the Statutes and Commandments of God : And this is ex- 
preſſed in the New Teſtament, by bringing them up 1n the nurture 
and admonition of the Lord. {t was the advice and counſel of the wiſe 
man, Prov. 22.6. Trainup a child in the way he ſhould go ; and 
. when he is old he will not depart from it. If Parents negled#to ins 
ſtruft their children in the ways of Gd, children will, without difficulty, 
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train up themſelves in the prattice of vice and immorality. And it is cer- 
tain, accordingly as they are at firſt ſeaſoned, they will retain that ſavour. 0 
the heinous guilt that manyP arentsbying upon themſelves by this neglett ; and 
the lamentable miſery they bring upon their children / T wiſh I could ſay © 
that this bath not - been ths great cauſe of thoſe monſtrous impieties that ſo 
much abound amongſt us. As for children, it is undoubtealy their dity to 
_ to the inſtruftion of their Pyrents, except it beſuch as cauſe to err. 
Tf indeed Parents ſhall be ſocrutl to te children, as to miſlead them, and 
only teach them their own ſuf- choſen opinions, and not theſtatutes ani com- 
mandments of God; I muſt pit ythe caſe of thoſe children, "and deſire thenrto - 
bearken to the Pſalmiſt's advice, Pal. 34+ 11. Come ye children, hear- 
ken unto me 3 I will teach you the fear of the Lord. What man 1s 
2 rhat defireth life, and loveth many dayes, that he may ſee good? 
keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from ſpeaking 'guile. De- 
part from ey1l, and do good, ſeek peace, and purſue 1t.

To prevent for 
the time to come o great a miſchief as the breach of Oaths, which 
God himſelf has commanded ſhall not-be broke, Numb. 3o. 1, 2. 
This xs the thing which the Lord hath commanded: If a man vow aVow 
unto the Lord, or ſmear an Oath to bind his Soul with a bond ;, he [Eall not 
breab his word ; he ſhall do according t1 all that proceedeth out of his 
mouth: T have here Printed both the faid Oaths verbatim as thou 
art obliged to take them, therefore have a care thou keep them as 
the Apple of thy Eye ; for if thou breakeſt them, thou endangers- 
eft thy precious Soul.

thereof, which 1. acknowledge by £ocd & full Aurhority to be Law- 
fully Miniſtred unto me. And do renounce all Pardons and Dif- 
penſations to the Contrary. And theſe thingsT do plainly and fin- 
cerely acknowledge and {wear according to tncle expreſs words 
by Me ſpoken, and according ro the Plain and Common Senſe and 
Underſtanding of the ame Words, without any Equivocationor 
Mental Evaſion, or ſecret Reſervation whatſoever. And I do 
make this R<cognition and Acknowledgment heartily, wilkrp- 
ly and truly, upon the true Faith ofa Chriſtian. So help me God.
